nies,”  meaning  God’s  word.  Should  not 
we  recognize  the  fact  that  the  Almigh’y 
baa  mitten  our  Party  nor  doubt  that  the 
blow,  though  severe,  is  richly  deserved  ? 
No  chastening  for  the  preseut  ia  joyous 
but  grievous,  but  if  we  are  wise,  humble 
ana  penitent,  we  shall  discern  the  purpose* 
of  grace  and  reform  our  gractices.

Many  travel  hundreds  of  miles  with 
muck' toil  and  ei  prose,  to  aeata  Mount 
Washington,  and  era  .generally  rewarded 
only  with  a  squall  ot  snow  or  sleet,  or  a 
humid  atmosphere  of  dense  base,  turbid- 
ding  pleasurable  view,  or  agreeable  feel¬ 
ings.

Views  of  not  leas  than  seven  populous  ci¬ 
ties.  with  their  evidences  of  wealth  and 
power;  inqamerable  picturesque  and  em¬ 
bowered  village* ;  thousand*  ot  rustic  cot¬ 
tages,  elegant  villas  and  well  kept  farmer 
four  navigable  rivers  and  many  smaller 
streams;  mountains,  hills  end  plains;  val¬ 
leys  and  della ;  woods  and  fields  ;  orchards 
»nd  gardens;  the  distant  ocean ;  tbe  maaia 
of  shipping,  the  smoking  of  steamers,  the 
moving  of  (reins;  all  fertile  in  inspiration 
and  suggestion,  pleasing  tb  the  eye,  en¬ 
chanting  to  the  miod,  captivating  the 
heart.

COKREiPONlltlNCE  FROM  HANO¬ 
VER,  MORRIS  COUNTY. 

November  7,  1874. 

Ma.  Editor; — On  last  Sunday  afternoon, 
Win.  Taylor,  who  bad  been  at  work  near 
Wbippany,  broke  into  the  house  of  Jnhu 
D.  M>rry,  a  bachelor,  living  alone  near 
Passaic  river,  and  took  away  a  suit  of 
clothes,  under  clothing,  razor,  fiddle,  and 
fiddle  atriugs,  and  left  Ins  cane.  i^i* 
course  towards  Swinefield  bridge  waa 
tracked  by  the  thing*  he  dropped,  among 
which  were  two  bridles  he  bad  stoleu  else¬ 
where.

The  subcellar  will  be  di 
sided  into  store  ami  lurmu  e  loom*  There 
are  sight  furnaces  for  heating  the  building 
and  two  for  the  slyvatore.  Tb*  cellar  or 
basement,  covering  over  en  sere  of  ground 
will  be  all  in  on*  roosn  in  which  latter* 
•"  newspapers  and  packages  will  be  sorted  for 
the  lueil*.  Ten  elevator*  run  from  the 
bas<  meat  to  the  first  story,  which  is  to  lie 
th*  post  office  proper.

The  annual  receipts  at  this  port  are  about 
250,000  dozens  ol  what  are  called  first 
cla-ui  gloves.  Including  an  inferior  article, 
the  nuuilier  rc»ch»s  800.800  dt-zeos  a  year, 
making  $19,500  000  ‘pitll  iinnudly  by 
American  merchant*  for  this  oue  article 
One  retail  house  in  this  city  sells  in  a  year 
trow  $3*0.000  to  $400,000  woiUi  of  ladies 
kid  gloves  alone,  making  an  average  ol 
over  $1,008  in  a  day.  This  is  said «  from 
the  large  wholesale  trade  of  the  same  house 
There  are  other  h<  uses  tnnt  sell  very  nearly, 
If  not  quite  this  amount.  The  lurgcstde 
in md  is  for  the  best  glove*,  tlioae  running 
from  three  La  ex  button*  While  Earn 
pcans  sre  rarely  tern  without  gloves. 
Americans  jlten  go  bare  handed.  The 
former  will,  however,  wear  a  pair  of  gloves 
until  they  are  soiled  past  recognition,  while 
the  latter,  not  only  do  not  take  time  to 
mend  the  rip*,  but  throw  the  gloves  aside 
as  soon  as  they  begin  to  soil.  This  of 
course  is  not  allowing  for  exceptional  ease*.

Through  the  West,  whpre  t’’e  hands  are 
larger,  and  ladies  more  careless  ot  appear 
ances,  the  sizes  run  from  six  and  a  half 
and  sevens,  are  in  the  greatest  demand.

England  ami  tome 
other  couatriw  manufacture  glove*,  hut 
not  to  the  astral  of  France  *nd  Germany 
The  kid*  of  which  glove*  tre  mad*  are 
taken  from  th*  mother  liefore  they  art 
weaned,  to  that  the  akin  may  be  of  per 
feet  quality.  The  other  animals  of  whose 
■kip*  gloves  tie  manufactured  ato  very 
carefully  raised.  They  are  n*ver  allowed 
in  any  but  lit*  turret  hast  goat  urea,  for  the 
slightest  bruise  or  scratch  from  a  shin*  or 
twig  would  unfit  Ihe  skin  for  U'e.
